Washington, Dec. 10—The long ex- 


pected report of Commissioner Rock 
hill on the results of his work with 
the Chinese negotiations at 
Pekin 


was subjected o congress today along 
with the full text of the protocol. 


Rockhill says h'e fully concurred in 


all the measures that Minister Con- 
ger had been and was advocating. He 
says. 


Throughout the negotiations, our ob 


ject was to use the influence of our 
government in the interest of justice 
and 
moderation and in a spirit oi 


equal friendship to the powers ne- 
gotiating jointly \\ith us and the 
Chinese nation. While we maintained 
complete independence we were able 
to act harmoniously in the concert of 
the powers. We retained the friend- 
ship of all, and exerted a salutary in- 
fluence in the cause of moderation, 
humanity and justice. We secured 
adequate reparation for the wrongs, 
and guarantees of future protection of 
our citizens.

Washington, Dec. 10—The president 


has accepted the resignation of As- 
sistant Secretary Frank W. Hackett, 
to take place next Monday. Charles 
H. Darling of Bennington, Vermont, 
will assume the duties then.

tion will be set upen its feet. 


It is, according to the story, to be 


entirely independent of government con- 
trol, though undoubtedly the basis on 
which it will rest will be the use of th« 
government's scientific, literary and 
artistic collections and facilities. This 
idea has been in many minds here for a 
long time. The obvious! danger of giv- 
ing a political atmosphere to the enter- 
prise has prevented an appeal to con- 
gress, but George Washington's idea of 
a central uniyersrty at which any Amer- 
ican youth can acquire the Mgher edu- 
cation has never been lost sight of, and 
those who kave been most interested in 
its development hare hoped almost 
against hope that some man of large 
wealth and unselfish'patriotism would 
establish the foundation so as to give 
the institution a control independent of 
politics and at the same time a scope as 
broad as the union.

NEW YOBK, Nov. 27.—Is the Standard 


Oil company, acclaimed for decades aa 
a world power, to be assailed In its 
own country by the most powerful ot 
its adversaries? 


Jttt indications point to an affirmative 


answer. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that Beaumont, the home of the 
great gushers, is about to become the 
theater of the conflict between the 
Standard corporation and the Russian 
companies which the Standard has 
been attacking for years. As far as 
one may judge from the conditions yet 
developed It would seem that the Rus- 
sians, tired of having to fight at home 
on the defensive, have decided to carry 
the fight squarely into the enemy's 
country. 


About two months ago the announce- 


ment was made that Alfred Stuart & 
Co. of London had purchased the eu- 
tire output of fifteen Beaumont gush- 
ers. There was considerable curiosity 
at the time on whose account this pur- 
chase was made. After tome desultory 
Inquiries the Beaumont people an- 
nounced that the purchase was proba- 
bly for the Northwestern railway ot 
England, which would place oil burn- 
ers on its locomotives. While It is true 
that the Northwestern company will 
substitute oil for coal throughout its 
system, the railroad will secure its sup- 
ply elsewhere than through the Alfred 
Stuart contracts. It has only now tran- 
spired that this purchase waa made on 
account of interests unquestionably 
representing the Russian oil producers 
which have been for years fighting at 
bay to keep control of the oil business 
of continental Europe from the grasp 
of the American octopus. 


There has been a good deal of mys- 


tery lately about a number of changes 
of ownership and other developments 
affecting transfers of property In the 
Beaumont section. The utmost secrecy 
has been maintained concerning these 
transactions. What little leakage of 
facts there has been, however, all goes 
to establish the theory of the beginning 
of a tremendous Bussian undertaking 
which has as its aim a contest for su- 
premacy in the oil business of North 
America. 


The idea of the Europeans appears 


to be that if the Americans are fcrced 
to fight at home they will discontinue 
in Europe what has been a most dis- 
astrous campaign to both parties. 


There is every reason to believe that 


an interest in one pipe line has been 
secured by these people and that some 
of the terminals at one of the gulf 
ports have been purchased for them. 
The fleet of tank steamers, tugs and 
barges owned by the various operators 
in the Baku (Russia) fields is of such 
tremendous extent that It is not likely 
that there will be need for the purchase 
of new boats. Within the week a re- 
port has come up from the south that 
the newly organized Beaumont Oil 
Transportation company is a part of 
the colossal equipment which the east- 
erners will use in their American cam- 
paign. This story, however, has been 
authoritatively 
denied by the New 


York representatives 'of the transporta- 
tion company, "We are satisfied with 
what we have," said one of the officers 
of the transportation line. "Most of our 
stock has already been taken up by a 
number of southern companies which 
are too well pleased to have a market 
assured for the product of their gush- 
ers to take any chances by letting any 
outsiders in. So far as I know there is 
not a share of stock for sale in the 
Beaumont Oil Transportation compa- 
ny."

Cor- 
porations such as the Standard Oil 
and the great operators in Russian pe- 
troleum never admit anything.

to admit any longer of a reasonable 
doubt. The campaign may be hard on 
thus contesting giants, but it will mean 
unbounded prosperity to every one In- 
terested in the Beaumont fields, and. 
what affects the American people gen 
erally, it will be the greatest mean."

A Plant That Never Goe* to Seed. 
A peculiarity of the sisal plant is that 


it seldom or never sets a seed. The flow- 
ers fall, carrying the ovary with them; 
then on the ends of the branches young 
plants develop, so that the pole presents 
a rather odd appearance with the small 
plants growing oat in the places usually 
occupied by tbe flowers. When these 
young plants have attained a height of 
from three to four inches, they fall to the 
ground and take root. The old plants 
also reproduce, themselves by means *of 
suckers, and hence, when old and neglect- 
ed, are often seen surrounded by numer- 
ous smaller ones, as in the common boose- 
leek (sempervivum).

NEW BILL IS INTRODUCED 


Makes Concessions ft Western'Inter- 


ests, but Is Silent as to Standard 
Oil Tank Steamers and Omits Anti- 
Trust Provision Insisted Upon 


Washington, Dec. 10.—The important 


question regarding Senator Frye's new 
subs!'ly bill is whether its compromises 
Sufficiently meet the western Republican 
opposition of last wiiiter to give promise 
of success. Mr. Frye stated some weeks 
ago, before he made known the terms 
of the new bill, that personally he did 
not like it so well as the old one, but 
was trying in it to satisy the wishes of 
all friends of the subsidy project. 


In the house this opposition was led 


last year by four members of the mer- 
chant marine committee, Stevens, 
Minor, Fardney and Jones. The opin- 
ions of this group now therefore be- 
come of the utmost interest, since the 
real fight over the bill will be in the 
house. • 


Representative Stevens of Minnesota 


eaid yesterday after reading the Frye 
bill: Its cargo clause does not meet 
our views. Senator Frye says a spe- 
cific requirement for export cargo is 
not required. Senator Davis thought 
differently, and 1 stand with him. We 
also thought that tank steamers, such 
as are employed by the Standard Oil 
company to carry its own goods, should 
not receive a subsidy. The 'new bill' is 
silent on this point. It also omits the 
anti-trust provision, on which we in- 
sisted In the last congress, a provision 
against trusts in the ownership, manage- 
ment or building of ships. 


"On the other hand the bill makes im- 


portant concessions to western Inter- 
ests, it drops the speed and size clauses 
of the old bill to which we objected, and 
insists" on the re-classification- of the 
postal suDsidy amendment. We can- 
not tell how this plan would1 work out 
until we have made further investiga- 
tion. The new bill also leaves out the 
59,000,000 limit for the annual aggre- 
gate. There will be doubtless difficulty 
In getting all sections of the country to- 
gether in favor of this new bill, even 
though it meets many of the old ob- 
jections. We recognise the concession 
it makes toward or.r position, and shall 
feel bound to give it a fair and im- 
partial hearing." Mr. Stevens is unable 
to say whether or not he shall support 
the bill. 


Senator Frye introduced the new bill 


yesterday. It differs in form from the 
subsidy bill of the past two sessions. 
It is divided into four titles and 15 sec- 
tions. The sections under the title 
"ocean mail steamships" are devoted 
to amendments to tiie ocean mail act of 
1891. The postmaster general is re- 
quired to consider the national defense 
and the maritime interests of the United 
States, as well as postal interests, in 
providing for the transportation of 
American ocean mails. 


The present limit of ocean mail con- 


tracts, 10 years, is increased to 15 years. 
The Frye bill provides seven distinct 
classes, in the rate of $6 to 20-knot 
steamers, increasing from 800<Tlo 10,- 
000 tons the minimum size; $3 for 16- 
knot steamers, provided the size is in- 
creased from 5000 tons, the present 
minimum, to 8000 tons. The proposed 
maximum mail rates per gross ton per 
100 nautical miles are: Over 10,000 
tons—20 knots, 2.7 cents; 19 knots, 2.5 
cents. 


Over 5000 tons—18 knots, 2.3 cents; 17 


knots, 2.1 cents; 16 knots, 1.9 cents; 15 
knots, 1.7 cents. 


Over 2000 tons—14 knots. 1.5 cents. 
Rates for mail steamers to the West 


Indies, Central America and Mexico 
cannot exceed 70 percent of the maxi- 
mum rates. 


The second title, "general subsidy," 


contains the general subsidy for all ves- 
sels, steam or sail which are not under 
mail contracts. This general subsidy is 
uniform—1 cent per gross ton per 100 
nautical miles for not exceeding 16 en- 
tries In one year. 


To promote the building of new ocean 


vessels an additional allowance of 1-4 
cent per gross ton Is made for five yelirs. 


Any vessel to receive general subsidy 


must carry mails, if required, and must 
train in seamanship and engineering one 
American youth for each 1000 tons, the 
vessel to be at the service of the govern- 
ment if required for defense. 


Any vessel to receive subsidy must be 


class Al and at least one-fourth of the 
crew must be Americans. 


The bill provides an .innual Bounty of 


$2 a ton for deep sea fishing vessels and 
of $1 a month for American citizens 
when engaged in deep sea fisheries; that 
a vessel shall receive only one form of 
subsidy, and that a vessel which has 
received a subsidy shall not be sold to a 
foreigner except by consent of the sec- 
retary of the treasury. 


The bill does not provide American 


registry for foreign ships owned by 
Americans.

CIGAHtaAKERS_ DEFEATED 


In fight Against Introduction of 


Machinery In Tlielr Trade 


Scrantoa, Pa., Dec. 10.—The conven- 


tion of tbe American Federation of 
Labor was ia session only two hours 
yesterday, adjournmeat being taken un- 
til, today in order to enable the-gev cm 1 
committees to consider the large num- 
ber of resolutions still in their bauds. 


There was a lively discussion on the 


floor of the convention over the question 
of boycotting machine-made cigars. At 
the present time not a machine-made 
cigar in the United Status, it is said, 
bears the label of the Cigarmakers' In- 
ternational union. The matter came up 
in the form of a resolution piosoutwl by 
President Gompersi and two members 
of the Cigarmakers' union and was re- 
ferred to the committee ou labels. It de- 
nounced a certain company for making 
cigars by child labor and machinery, 
and called upon the federation to assist 
in unionizing the various plants of the 
company. 


The committee reported the resolution 


back, with the recommendation that the 
word "machinery" be stricken out and 
the resolution adopted. Then the cigar- 
makers opened their fight. They in- 
sisted that the term "machinery" should 
not be eliminated, and argued that 
cigars made by machinery are not as 
sootl as those made by hand, and that 
the machines drive hand Cigarmakers 
out ofi the business. 


The speakers in opposition to the 


Cigarmakers' proposition argued lhaf to 
oppose machinery would be folly. 
It 


was pointed out to the Cigarmakers that 
the best thing to do was to organize the 
operators of the machines and adopt a 
wage scale, just as the Typographical 
and other unions have done when ma- 
chinery was introduced in their trades. 
The discussion promised to be very 
lengthy, but the moving of the previous 
question quickly ended the debate and 
the resolution, with the word "ma- 
chinery" stricken out, was adopted as 
recommended. 


Duelling Proclivities Disapproved 
Berlin, Dec. 10.—Emperor William, 


while lounging in the regiment house of 
the first guards at Potsdam, took the op- 
portunity to comment upon the conduct 
of two officers of this regiment, who, 
when the loving cup was passed around 
a few nights ago, avowed they would 
duel whenever honor required it, regard- 
less of the emperor's decree to the con- 
trary. In this connection the emperor 
said that he would ' dismiss peremp- 
torily any officer of the army who dis- 
obeyed his just provisions against duel- 
ling. 


Denies Knowledge of Plot

.ard, charged with the murder of William 
Goebel, wbo teas just beeaj placed in 
Jail here, issued % card to the public 
last nig&t. in whiehhe says he kuows ab- 
solutely nothing »f any plot to take the 
life of Goebel aafi-that he was the per- 
sonal frieiid of the-late Democratic 
leader add wanld hare^protected him 
from harm. He closes with an appeal 
for the suspension of judgment in his 
case until he shall have an opportunity, 
to be heard -in court.

the negroes charged with the shooting 
of J. W. Dorscy and Town Marshal At- 
kinson at Opp Wednesday were com- 
mitted to jail without bail at Anda- 
lusia yesterday on a preliminary hear- 
ing. Sixteen other negroes were dis- 
charged. The troops were withdrawn 
from Andalusia yesterday and the sit- 
uation there is quiet. The governor will 
call a special term of the Covington 
county court to give 'the negroes a 
speedy trial.

STARTLING TESTIMONY 


Presented to the School Ccn> 


oiittee of Taunt on 
ASSIGNEE'S 


PUNISHMENT 
OF 
A BOY 


Was Alleged to Have Been Exces- 


sively Severe—Teacher Is Declared 
to Have Used No More Force Than 
Was Necessary and Justifiable 


Tauntou, Mass., Dec. 10.—On charges 


of excessive cruelty in punishing a 
pupil, made against Miss S. A. Wil- 
bur, principal of tbe North School street 
Bchool, the school committee held a hear- 
ing last night. The charge was that 
John F. Murphy, a son of Michael J. 
Murphy, and a pupil at Miss Wilbur's 
school, was cruelly whipped and other- 
wise ill-treated by Miss Wilbur on Sept 
22 last. The boy was not present at the 
hearing. 


The first witness was Dr. Murphy, 


who testified that he called at the Mur- 
phy house on Sept. 22, and found the 
boy in a very nervous condition, with 
livid marks upon both legs. lie said it 
was by his advice that the boy did not 
appear, at the* hearing. 


Dr. Mebegan testified that five days 


after the alleged whipping he found 
bruises on the boy's body. 


The boy's mother, Mrs. Murphy, who 


was the next witness, said that on the 
morning of Sept.- 22 the boy caiue home, 
frothing at the mouth, and fell into her 
arms unconscious. When he revived, he 
told her he had been whipped by Miss 
Wilbur, while another teacher held him, 
until blood ran from his body. 
Miss 


Wilbur, he said, then compelled him to 
wipe the blood from the floor. She had 
also placed a clothespin on his lower 
lip. The boy's father, Mr. Murphy, said 
the boy had been in very bad condition 
ever since the alleged punfshment He 
would often wake from his sleep, 
screaming about it. 
The boy had been 


' instructed by him not to allow the 


teacher tor put a clothespin on his lips. 


For Miss Wilbur, Dr, Hayward and 


Dr. Hubbard both testified that the boy 
was in .?oo* hi'alttj aed perfectly able 
t« be present, if ha wished. 


Miss Wilbur told her side of the story 


for the first time. She said Murphy had 
been whispering on Sept 21 and she 
placed a clothespin on his lower lip. 
He threw it on the floor and she took 
him t» the dressing-room, intending to 
whip him. When there, she found that 
she had left her ruler behind and while 
she was getting it the boy ran out of the 
schoolhouse. The next day he cama 
back, and in the presence of two other 
teachers she whipped him for running 
away. She struck him blows with a 
strap and ruler, on the legs, as she said 
he refused to hold out his hand. Then 
she put the clothespin on his lip f.gain 


! and compelled him to keep it there half 


I an hour. She said she had used a 


clothespin as a means of punishment 
upon half a dozen pupils at various 
times, some of them givls. 


The other two teachers^ Miss M. I. 


Bassett and Mrs. A. C. Borden, testified 
that Murphy was a very bad boy, and 
that the punishment was not excessive. 


The hearing was protracted and at its 


close the committee considered the mat- 
ter in executive session and adopted the 
following decision: 


"Voted, That in the matter of the com- 


plaint of Michael J. Murphy, it is the 


i opinion of this board that Miss S. Ange- 
' line Wilbur used no more force than 


was necessary and justifiable to sub- 
due the child, John F. Murphy. 


"Voted, That the use of a clothespin 


as an instrument of punishment be 
sirictly forbidden in the schools of 
3?annton."

Candidate Mack, having been un- 


successful in his attempt to have the 
Transcript publish as a report of his 
speech things he did not say, is now 
cheerfully endeavoring, through his 
newspaper, to make it appear that 
the Transcript is guilty of "false re- 
porting."

Few more cheerful audiences have 


ever left the Richmond theater than 
that which chuckled its way homeward 
after the performance of "The Brix 
ton burglary" there last evening.

Heavy Shipment ot American Crude 


Oil From Philadelphia. 


There is an interesting object lesson 


in the departure from Philadelphia last 
week of the tank steamer Blooinfleld 
bound for Cette, France, carrying a 
cargo of a little over 2,000,000 gallons 
of crude oil, valued at $109,000. This 
is a valuation of 5 cents a gallon, 01 
$2.10 per barrel, of crude petroleum. 
All of this oii is being exported or 
account of contracts made with French 
institutions which, notwithstanding tht 
tremendous quantities of coal mined 
in France, can still effect a material 
saving by paying for oil bought in 
America and transported across the 
Atlantic rather than employ coal as a 
source of energy. That fuel consumers 
across the seas find it advisable to pur- 
chase American fuel o'll at $2.10 per 
barrel shows the fallacy of arguments 
occasionally made that no very high 
figures can ever be realized for the 
product of the gushers at Beaumont- 


The shipment of this tremendous 


tankage shows conclusively that wb,er 
ever a market is made for fuel oil 
a permanent demand for the commoiJ 
ity may be maintained. When manu 
facturers and other fuel consumers find 
that oil is cheaper than coal, both in 
first price and in cost of handling, there 
will be a steadily maintained price foi 
the liquid fuel at a figure which, while 
lower than that representing the cofal 
of coal, can never be too low to pre 
elude a very fair profit to the produc 
Ing companies. This-js true where tin 
oil is pumped, and of course the situa 
tion is of even greater strength when 
the gushing oil represents practically 
no cost of production.

TANK VESSELS TAKEN FOR THE 


FUEL OIL TRADE.

Very good progress is being made by 


the management of the newly formed 
Beaumont Oil Transportation company 
In the arrangements which it is'making 
to establish in New York a central dis- 
tributing point for Spradle Top fuel oil. 
Mechem, Cameron & Co. of New York, 
woo' ar« acting for the transportation 
company, have jtist purchased five 
tank steamers, each of 80,000 barrels 
capacity. These steamers will be put 
Into commission within the next sixty 
days between Sablne Pass, on the gulf 
of Mexico, and New York. Other steam- 
ers, negotiations for which are now in 
progress, will be used to carry the fuel 
oil from Sabine Pass to various gulf 
ports. 


It is probable that Birmingham, 


Montgomery, New Orleans and Mobile 
will have the first chance at the oil 
which will be taken to the gulf points, 
as residents of those cities are largely 
interested in the organization of the 
Beaumont company. The service is to 
be rapidly extended, so as to cover 
.Boston and Philadelphia, and a little 
later, through Havana as a distributing 
point, to all of the West Indies, where, 
through the substitution of this fuel 
for the very high priced coal now in 
use, something like an industrial revo- 
lution is expected. 


Arrangements are practically closed 


for dockage OB the New Jersey side, 
where, for the present at least, all the 
oil which is to go through New York 
will be landed.

tion company first began soliciting con- 
tracts, considerable difficulty was expe- 
rienced in finding any one who would 
even listen to suggestions for a change 
of fuels. Within a fortnight, however, 
there has been a decided change. In- 
quiries are coming in from every, man- 
ufacturing center in the United States. 
Hundreds of tests have been made by 
fuel consumers, to whom the substitu- 
tion of Beaumont oil for coal will mean 
a saving of many thousands of dollars 
each year. It is tbe uniformly satis- 
factory result of these tests that has 
turned the tide in favor of tbe men 
who thought at first that it might re- 
quire the effort of years before a con- 
siderable market could be established 
for the Beaumont product in the north- 
ern states. 


A- New York morning paper lias re- 


cently sent to several hundred manu- 
facturers throughout the country a cir- 
cular letter requesting opinions of the 
results to be obtained and the indus- 
trial changes to*6ccur through the dis- 
covery of this stupendous addition to 
the world's fuel. The figures produced 
in every case, by manufacturers who 
have been making tests enow that the 
saving in the first place between coal 
and Beaumont'crude oil will be not 
less than 25 per cent and that at least 
as "large a percentage will be saved in 
the cost of firing. 


The advantage dwelt upon by some 


of tlie heavier users of coal is the sav- 
ing to be made through the circum- 
stance that there will be no ashes to 
be hauled away. 


The sanirary suggestion made in sev- 


eral of the answers is that the'use of 
this oil will "do jiway with the nuisance 
of smoke from soft coal. It was even 
hinted that Pittsbarg and Chicago 
might become clean cities after the 
substitution had become general. This, 
however, seems too near Utopia to be 
possible. 


Of all the letters received by this 


paper perhaps the most interesting is 
that sent by the Cheeseborough Manu- 
facturing company, the most extensive 
makers of vaseline in the world. Nat- 
urally, this company, as a manufac- 
turer of a byproduct of petroleum, 
would take the keenest interest in the 
Beaumont situation, but beyond this 
the company has been making very 
thorough tests on petroleum with tbe 
Idea of substituting it for coal. The 
letter states positively that the com- 
pany's tests have not only disproved 
the idea that the amount of sulphur 
contained in the oil is so great that it 
would burn out the average boiler, but 
it shows that the percentage of sulphur 
is less than that contained in most bi- 
tuminous coals. 


The arguments made by all these 


manufacturers clinch the question of 
the future of Beaumont oil as it could 
not have been clinched by all the liter- 
ature "which could ever have been is- 
sued by persons interested or suppos- 
ed to be interested directly in the flota- 
tion of Beaumont securities. The man- 
ufacturers are disinterested, except as 
the new fuel gives them an opportu- 
nity to operate and produce at a less 
cost than that at which operation and 
production can now be maintained. 
They have made the experiment for 
their own benefit. Now that they havr 
decided in favor of the cheapest fuel 
known to commerce the oil cannot gel 
into the northern and eastern market,' 
too soon to suit them. As It is they 
will be nearly a year behind hundred 
of southern manufacturers who have 
Been successfully using the new fuel. 


Former Mayor Abram S. Hewitt of 


New York mentions the successful 
use of this fuel in a Louisiana enter- 
prise in which be is interested. Had 
not the northern manufacturers pretty 
generally decided to adopt the use of 
the Beaumont' product there might 
have been some cbance of fulfillment 
of a prophecy made in some answers 
sent by the fuel consumers—viz, that 
Texas, through tbe possession of this 
new source of energy, would become 
tbe chief manufacturing state of the 
Union.

physicians to report eases of typhoid 
wjthui 24 hours, ^nd aJl possible 
causes will be investigated at once. 
No particular reason Is now assigned 
for the prevalence of the disease. 


It was said this morning that other 


forms of contagious disease are not 
appearing to an urrusual degree in 
Adams. There waa one case of scar- 
let fever today.

a large number of them. There were 
many cases of contagious disease re- 
ported last week, but Mr. Erwin said 
today that this was due to the holding 
over of some reports from the week 
before, when the record was small.

MAN'S DAILY TALK. 


•umber of Worda U«ed by Varlon* 


Feriona In Trrenty-four Bonn. 
"I have leen trying to figure out ho\r 


many woids the average man utters> in 
every twenty-lour hours," said a gentle- 
man who bad a penchant for'peculiar 
things, "but I have Been unable to reach 
any satisfactory conclusion on account of 
the different rates of speed at which dif- 
ferent persons talk. Of course I have no 
reference to the different kinds of void* 
tv-hic-h may be found in the daily vocabu- 
lary of the average man, but I'm talking 
about tbe tetal number of words uttered, 
eounting repetitions and all, during every 
twenty-four hours. 


"There is the quiet, melancholy gentle- 


man who will not speak on an average of 
500 words a day, and there are many 
who for one reason or another would not 
utter anything like this number. On the 
other hand, there is the conversational 
gatling gun, pot always a woman, either, 
who will roll off words at a fearful rate 
of speed and whose aggregate for one 
day would run up to dizzy heights. Then 
there is the normal talker, who will strike 
a good deceat average—the man who will 
neither bore you with his indifferent si- 
lence nor tire you with his meaningless 
verbosity. 


"But suppose that we figure that the 


average person will utter an average ol 
sixty words every minute. This would 
amount to 2,400 words for every hour, or 
about 57,600 words for every twenty-four 
hours. Of eoiuse no person will talk this 
much, as tbe windiest of men and women 
would probably break down before they 
had talked as much as fifty-seven col- 
umns in the average daily newspaper. 
The only question is as to how much time 
each person puts in talking during each 
day. 
Some men and women are situated 


so that they cannot talk during the day, 
except at mealtime, on account of the 
character of the work they have to do. 
There are others, such as traveling men, 
for instance, who depend upon talking for 
a living. I have figured that the high 
man, 
probably the traveling man, will 


talk five hours out of every twenty-four, 
which would give him a total of 12,000 
words every day. I have figured that 
most any sort of man will talk as much 
as ten minutes out of every twenty-four 
hours, and this would give him a total of 
600 words, for tba day. 


"These are the two extremes. I am 


satisfied that tha normal man—the man 
Who strikes a decent average between 
indifferent silence and disgusting verbos- 
ity—will talk probably one hour, all told, 
each day, which would allow him 2,400 
•words. And this, by the way, is consid- 
erable talk, for it will fill two columns in 
a newspaper, and a whole lot of wisdom 
can be crowded into two columns."—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

FAVOR CHANGE IN DUTY ON HIDES 


Reciprocity 
Rather 
Than Repeal. 


Hearty Denunciation of the Meat 


Inspection Law, and North 


Adams Wants a Change. 
Are Drinks Inspected 


board of trade held a meeting 


last night to hear a report from the 
committee on revision of the constitu 
tion and by-laws and to consider a 
few other questions of interest, among 
them being the meat inspection law. 
There were about 20 members present 
and the meeting was called to order 
at 8 o'clock by President Phelps. 


The first thing in order was the 


consideration of the revision of the 
constitution, and that instrument, as 
revised by the committee,, was read 
by Dr. Gadsby. There were not many 
important changes, the two most im- 
portant 
proivlidling- 
tlha't 
members 


whose dues were six months in arrears 
should be posted in the rooms of the 
board, and that such 
members be 


dropped if the dues were* not paid 
within 30 days after being 
posted; 


and that the time of the annual meet- 
Ing be changed from March to Oc- 
tober. 


At the conclusion of the reading the 


recommendations of the revision com- 
mittee were taken up for discussion. 
C. W. Dennett thought there would 
be no difficulty in collecting the dues 
if it was properly attended to. The 
board, he said, is a business men's 
organization, 
and it is" a 
cardinal 


principle of business men to pay their 
debts. Those whose dues are in ar- 
rears are debtors to the board, and he 
believed they would honor the claims 
against them when these were proper 
ly brought to their attention. Mr. 
Dennett offered an amendment to the 
effect that members whose dues are 
six months in arrears should be given 
30 days' notice, and then if they did not 
square accounts it would be proper to 
drop them from the rolls. 
L. M. 


Barnes thought the dues ought to be 
allowed to run a year, but it was the 
sense of the meeting that six months 
was long enough, and the recoromenda 
tion of the committee, as amended 
by Mr. Dennett, was allowed to stand. 
All action taken at this meeting on 
these matters was preliminary, and 
the matter acted upon will come up 
for final action at the' next regular 
meeting of the board. 


The question of changing1 the date 


of the annual meeting from the sec- 
ond Tuesday in March to the second 
Tuesday in October eafled out con- 
siderable discussion. The change was 
recommended by the committee be- 
cause they thought the new officers 
would come to their duties with more 
enthusiasm than if elected six months 
before. The -winter season is the time 
when the board is most act've, and 
the committee thought it would be 
better to elect the officers and beg-in 
the winter's campaign about the same 
time, rather than elect the officers in 
the spring and have them almost for- 
get that they were elected before the 
time for active work began. The pro- 
position for the change was favorably 
ireoeivied, but the corns*! tuition iprtoi- 
vldes that the annual dues of the 
members be paid at the time of the 
annual meeting, and 
the 
question 


arose as to whether the dues would 
be payable next March or not till the 
following 
October, 
provided 
the 


change were made. This proved per- 
plexing for a time and various sug- 
gestions were made, 
among 
others 


being to divide the dues, collecting 
one part in March and the other in 
October. No plan seemed quite satis- 
fac^ojry, .and finattly Superjiintjeri'dtent 
Hall suggested that thmre wag too 
need of changing the time for paying 
dues, even if the time of the annual 
meeting was changed ,and that the 
dues could be paid 
in 
March the 


same as 
before. 
This 
suggestion 


struck the meeting as a solution of 
the difficuJty and it was consequently 
put by Mr. Hall in the form of a 
motion, and was promptly adopted. 


Bemoral of Duty on Hide* 


The next question was to see if the 


board would petition congress to re- 
move the duty on hides. Dr. Gadsby 
read a communication from the New 
England free hide league, which de- 
sired the co-operation of the board in 
bringing influence to bear on congress 
to this end. There is now a duty of 
15 per cent on hides, andthe league in 
its communication called attention to 
the fact that this inflicts a hardship 
on manufacturers of shoes and other 
leather goods, while it benefits only a 
small proportion of the people of the 
country. 
The opinion of the league 


is that the law ought to be repealed, 
and it is trying to start a movement 
to bring about this result. 


Mr. Cady sayn 7 arifTi* Unjust 


W. G. Cady considered the 
tariff 


very unjust. He said all shoe manu- 
facturers were against it, as it was a 
handicap to them. Foreign countries 
can get their leather 
15 per 
cent 


cheaper than we can, and this hnders 
our competition in the foreign mar- 
kets. 


Mr. Dennett asked Mr. Cady if he 


thought we could 
buy 
shoes 
any 


cheaper if the duty was removed, and 
went on to say that there were in- 
evitably some injustices in any sys 
tern of tariff laws, but 
that North 


Adams is much interested in the prin 
ciple of protection, and that the peo- 
ple here should not place themselves 
in the light of opposing that principle. 
He thought if anything -was to be done 
about removing- the duty from hides 
that it might be done under recipro- 
city, and thus'the country would gain 
as much as it would lose by repealing 
the duty. At this point a communi- 
'cation from the Brockton board of 
trade was read. This board is work- 
ing for the repeal of the tariff, and 
it enclosed wiflh (its communication 
th« form of a petition to congress, 
which included the reciprocity idea. 
This struck the meeting more favor- 
ably than the one received from the 
free hide league, and on motion of W. 
G. Cady the resolution was adopted, 


Mr. PI*IB on HI«*i Inspection 


The Issue of the day in tMs city, the 


meat inspection law, next came' under 
the consideration of the meeting. Mr. 
Platz, a markctman who has taken 
much interest in the question, 
was 


present by invitation to speak on this 
subject, he not being a member of 
the board. His remarks were prac- 
tically the same that he made at a 
recent meeting of the board of health 
and business men of the city to con- 
sider this question, and which were 
reported in this paper at the lime. He 
consideied the law a good one. but 
admitted that it works hardship in 
this section, on account of the city 
being located so near to two other 
states, fi om . which a large supply of 
meat of certain kinds has been and_ 
should 
be drawn. 
He thought it 


would be sufficient to have the meat 
inspected before being 
offered 
for 


sale, and to omit the ^nspection of the 
animals 
before 
slaughter. 
It 
was 


suggested that this would be illegal, 
and Mr. Cady wanted 
to 
know if 


nothing else illegal was ever done in 
North Adams, putting- his question in 
a way 
which 
indicated 
that 
he 


• thougnt a Little variation in the en- 
forcement of the meat inspection law 
would not be an original illegality. 


Driving Trade A war From City 


M. V. N. Braman denounced the law 


as one working hardship on the farm 
ers whose natural market this city is, 
as keeping out of the city some of 
the best meat produced for this mar 
ket and as injuring the merchants of 
the city by driving the farmers to 
other markets to dispose of their pro- 
ducts, and so, naturally, 
diverting 


their trade from this city. In addi- 
tion to all these evils he did not be- 
lieve the law accomplished what it 
was designed to do in the way of pro 
tecting1 the 
peojJle 
from 
unsound 


meat. He did not see why a "bush- 
whacker," as the unscrupulous meat 
dealer was termed, could not go on 
with his business the same as before. 
If a man was willing to buy a sick 
animal and cut it up and peddle it 
there was nothing1 in this law to pre- 
vent it. 


C. P. Niles of the board of health 


also spoke on the subject, reiterating 
what he said at the recent meeting 
He believes the Jaw to be practically 
wortlfess and a very bad piece of 
legislation. He is convinced that it is 
hurting business in the city, and that 
there was law enough before to pro 
vide all the protection that is needed. 
However, the law is very explicit, 
and he did not see how the board of 
hiealth could fail to enforce it. He 
hoped it would be repealed or amend 
ed -in such a manner that it would be 
less troublesome, 
and 
thought the 


board of trade should give the matter 
its attention and help to secure re- 
lief from the legislature, 
Wauled to Know About Drink In«pec« 


lions 


Mr. Cady wanted to know if any- 


thing else was inspected as carefully 
as meat, and when asked to be more 
specific he asked about the inspection 
of drinks. Mr. Niles smilingly replied 
that insi]3ec.t.ions of this kind w(ere 
occasionally made by members of the 
board personally. 
Inspector Tower Points Ont Beauties 


ot'the Law 


Meat Inspector Henry A. Tower was 


cared on and began by saying that 
what he should say would be as a 
member of the board and a citizen 
and not as inspector. He considered 
the law both good and bad. The leg- 
islature in making it could not con 
sider adjoining states, and consequent 
ly there was more or less trouble and 
inconvenience in a border town like 
this. But within the state he thought 
the law was all right, and that it 
would not in many cases work hard- 
ship, 
while 
he 
believed 
a great 


amount of good would come from it. 
And the matter had been made as 
easy as possible here. He had gone 
into other states to inspect animals 
whenever he had been requested to. 
He thought the cry that the law was 
robbing the oity of its m);'at sup- 
ply was far-fetched. "Why," he said, 
if we didn't get any pork except what 
is raised in this region we couldn't 
grease our griddles once a year." He 
believed the stamping should be kept 
up, and that it was. in many respects 
a safeguard 
against improper meat. 


There seemed to be a feeling that 


men from other states should be al- 
lowed to bring in their meat and have 
it inspected and stamped after ar- 
riving, but Mr. Niles said he did not 
see how the board could grant to 
people of other states what was ne- 
nied to those of our own, and the 
strength of this point was admitted. 


Postmaster Darby moved that the 


board of trade request the representa 
tives from this district to use their 
efforts to have the law amended so that 
inspection o£ animals at the time of 
slaughter would not 
be 
necessary, 


but l-eaving it so that all meat would 
have to be inspected before being of- 
fered for sale Mr. Niles amended the 
motion to the effect that the matter 
be left in the hands of a commiette, 
with the understanding that the or 
iginal motion represented the senti- 
ment of the board. The amendment 
v. as accepted, and President Phelps 
appointed as the committee W. F. 
Darby.C. P. Niles and M. V. N. Bra- 
man. 


The subject of better train service 


on the Pittsfteld and North Adams 
railroad was to have been considered, 
but Mr. Gallup, chariman of the com- 
mittee in whose hands it had been left 
at a previous meting, was not present, 
and the matter was deferred till the 
next meeting. 


Edwin Barnard 
moved that 
the 


board meet once a month during the 
winter for the discussion of subjects 
pertaining to the welfare of the city, 
and the 
motion 
was carried. The 


meeting then 
adjourned 
till 
four 


weeks from last night, which will be 
the first Monday evening in January.

OIL BURNING ENGINE 


It Has Same Power as a 


Coal-Burner and Makes 


Only Light Smoke 


WOULD SOLVE TUNNEL PROBLEM 


The Only Uncertainty Lett is That of 


Expense. Engineers and Firemen 


Like the New Locomotive, and 


Road May Have Many More 


Much interest is being taken by rail 


road men, and, in fact, by the public, 
in the experiment of the Boston and 
Maine railroad with an oil burning en- 
gine, which was recently sent to Wil 
lamstown to be used m assisting heavy 
trains up the grade to the Hoosac Tun 
n«l. The interest shown by the rail- 
road men is largely on account of the 
employment of oil as 
fuel, 
but 
the 


public is watching the experiment clos« 
ly because the primary cause is the fle 
sire of the railroad company to lessen 
the smoke and gas nuisance in the 
Hoosac tunnel, which has come to be 
dangerous as well as unpleasant. The 
frequency wrfh which heavy tiaina 
with two engines are sent through1 the 
tunnel has made it 
impossible to 


keep the big "hole" cleared of smoke 
and gas, notwithstanding r-a° fact that 
various means have" been eir,»loya'i to 
bring abo.it such a resu'r, including 
the maintenance of a huge c-eotric fan 
at a tremenlous exnense. 


The engine, No. 1075, is one of the 


big compound eonsohdation engines 
bought 
of 
the Baldwin locomotive 


works by the Fitchburg company and 
was remodelled into an oil burner in 
the shops of the company at Keene, 
N. H., by an expert. It was sent to 
Wilhamstown the early part of Thanks 
giving week accompanied by an ex- 
pert and an engineer to whom the ex 
pert gave istructions for two days. 
This engineer has since been instruct- 
ing others and at present the engine Is 
being run by Engineers Thompson and 
Taylor of this city, the former work- 
ing nights and the latter days- 


So far as doing away with smoke and 


gas is concerned, the engie seems to 
be proving a great success. The ex- 
pense, as compared with coal for fuel, 
has not been determined, but it is prob 
able that this will not be considered 
by the company so far as engines for 
the tunnel are concerned. To railroad 
men this 
is now 
the important 


point, since the possibility has arisen, 
that the company, if oil is as econom- 
ical as coal may decide to turn other 
engines into oil burners. 


The engine if the oiU is fed into its 


fire box properly sends out no black 
smoke, and therefore d«es away with 
the gmoke nuisance. Neither is there 
any gus and but little o'dor. The oil 
is contained in a tank in the tender of 
the engine and is conveyed to the fire 
box by means of steam pressure. 
In 


the rear of the fire box, 'which is sim 
ilariy built to coal fire boxes with the 
exception that the bottom is paved 
with brick instead of being a rrate, 
are two sprayers, one large one ror 
use whem the engine is working hard 
and the other for maintaining a Mg-ht 
fire when the engine is running light 
or standing still. The stream can be 
regrilarted by the fireman and the en- 
gine throws out no smoke until the 
amount of oil given into its firebox 
exceeds the amount it will consume 
under the prevailing' conditions. The 
appearance of smoke from the smoke 
stack is an indication of an over sup 
ply to the fire box and the remedy is 
obvious. The engine will consume djf 
ferent amounts, under different condit- 
ions, but ordinarily, when the engine 
is pulling (its full tonnage, about 250 
gallons of oil are required every hour. 


Oil seems to have an advantage over 


coal as fuel, in that it is possible to 
make steam much more rapidly with 
oil than With coal, thus enabling the 
fireman to-get up steam sooner and to 
maintain a high pressure more easily 
than with coal. The oil burns instant 
ly upon its entrance to the firebox, 
while coal must get well started* and 
the fire must be kept in just such a 
condition 
to prevent 
steam going 


down. The engine has the same power 
sa it had with coal, and is therefore 
able to do the same amount of work. 


Thus far the engine has been utilized 


only in assisting trains; it has not 
been coupled to trains to pull them 
through the. tunnel, as has been sup- 
posed, in fact, railroad men say that 
it cannot pull an engine and a fuu 
train through the tunnel alone, since 
two engines are now required to take 
a full train to the central shaft. How- 
ever, the engine can give such assist 
ance as will permit the engineer of 
the coal engine to use less power jn 
hauling the train, doing away with the 
heavy shoveling of coal upon the fjre 
and the generation of so much gas and 
smoke. With two of these engines 
one running in each direction, coal en' 
gines could go through the tunnel with 
almost the fire they had upon entrance 
to the tunnel- The present trouble ;s 
mostly caused by it being necessary 
for the engines to exert the.ir greatest 
effort to haul the trains up the grade 
to the tunnel. If enough oil burners 
wore provided, the tunnel could be~kept. 
practically free from smoke. 


The oil engine looks no different on 


the outside than the ordinary engine 
The inside of the cab has some changes 
including the addition of several p;pes 
and valves and the interior ofthe'tank 
contains the oil tank instead of coal 
The firebox has a door like the coal 
burning engine. 


Firemen are well pleased with the 


engine, for regulating- oil is more do 
sirable than shoveling ten or 15 tons 
of coal. The engineers who have in- 
terested themselves in tho engine anj 
watched it work, believe that the e>: 
periment will more than meet the ex 
pectations of the company.
